The 19th November 1900,—It is hereby notified for pag information that under 
the powers conf on him by clause (1), section 9 of the Indian Census Act (Act X 
of 1900), the Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to direct that in cases where it js likely 
that a more accurate record will be obtained if the census schedules are filled in by the 
occupier of a dwelling-house or any specified part thereof, rather than by the enumerator of 
the block, the enumerator or other census officer deputed for the purpose shall, a few days 
before the census, leave at the house of each such person a household or private schedule in tho ' 
form annexed. It will be the duty of the ocoupier to fill in correctly all the columns of the 
said schedule for all ns present in his house on the night of the lst March (except native 
servants who will eS dealt with by the enumerator) and to make over the same to the 
enumerator or other census officer when he calls for it on the morning of the 2nd March. 
The instructions for filling in the schedule are printed on the back of the same. Any further 
explanations that may be required will be furnished by the Census Officer concerned,

No. 258.—Notification.—Notification No, 366, dated the 29th October 1883, which was 
published in the Calcutta Gozetie of the 31st idem, referred to certain rivers and khals in 
“ the districts of Midnapore, Hooghly, 24-Parganas and the Saugor Island. Notification 
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No. 115, dated the 2nd April 1894, which was published in the Oaloutta Gasette of the 4th 
idem, referred to certain riversin the districts of Midnapore and Balasore. It is intended 
to amond these notifications in so far as they concern the rivers and kbals in the districts of 
Midnapore and Balasore. Notice is hereby given that the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal 
proposes, under section 6 of Act [I (B.C.) of 1882, to declare that the provisions of clause (>) 
of section 76 of the Act shall take effect over a tract of country extending for three miles on 
both banks of the Subarnarekha river and extending for one mile on each bank of the other 
rivers and khals or portions of the same specified below, together with the beds of the same 
rivers and khals. The erection of any new embankment or any addition to an existing 
embankment or the obstruction or diversion of any water-course within the tract above 
defined without the previous permission of the Superintendent of Embankments as regards 
works situated in the district of Balasore and the Collector as regards works situated in the 
district of Midnapore will be prohibited. .

Wuenrzas it is expedient to provide for the organization and maintenance of the rural 
police in the Sonthal Parganas; it is hereby enacted as follows : 
| 1, (1) This Regulation may be called the Sonthal 
Short title, oxtent and commencemen’. H»roanas Rural Police Regulation, 1900. 
(2) It extends to the whole of the Sonthal Parganas, as described in the schedule to 
Aot X of 1857 and in the Notification of the Governor-General in Council No. 478, dated

3. In this Regulation, unless there is anything repug- 
nant in the subject or context,— 

(a) “Deputy Commissioner’? means the Deputy Commissioner of the Sonthal 
Parganas, and includes any otlicer appointed by the Local Government to 
perform the functions of the Deputy Commissioner under this Regulation ; 

(b) * wisi nye includes also the tenures known as mukarari, shikmi and khor-o- 
posh; an 

(c) “‘zamindar” means the person whose name is registered in the general register 
of estates paying revenue directly to the Government as the proprietor of an 
estate ro paying revenue, or the person whose name is registered in the 
general register of revenue-free lands ss the proprietor of a revenue-free 
tenure, and includes also the ghatwals of ‘'apah Sarath Deoghur, whose 
tenures are subject to the provisions of Bengal Regulation XXIX of 1814 
(a Regulation for the settlement of certain mahals in the dis‘rict of Birbhum, 
usually denominated the Ghatwali Mahals),
